malignancy and an unusual spectrum of tumors. Patients with AIDS-defining tumors have a worse 

prognosis than those with non-AlDS-defining tumors.

The retrospective analysis of surgical managment of epithelial ovarian cancer in a region without a tertiary 
oncological referral center shows serious deficiencies from the recommended standards of care. 


Effect of Cytoreductive Surgery on Survival of Patients With Recurrent Epithelial Ovarian Cancer 

Rong Yu Zang, Zhi Yi Zhang, Zi Ting Li, Jie Chen, Mei Qin Tang, Qin Liu, and Shu Mo Cai 24 
Secondary cytoreductive surgery significantly lengthened survival for patients with recurrent epithelial 
ovarian cancer. Patients with ascites at disease recurrence were not suitable for aggressive secondary 

surgery, and redebulking surgery for those with residual disease of >1.0 cm after primary operation should 
be considered prudently. 


Postsurgical Sequential Methotrexate, Fluorouracil, and Leucovorin for Stages 3 and 4 Gastric 

Carcinoma: A Preliminary Study

F. Cafiero, M. Gipponi, A. Peressini, S. Bertoglio, R. Lionetto, and the P.A.R. Cooperative Study Group 
In a randomized clinical trial, 218 patients with stage II-III resectable rectal cancer were assessed for 
efficacy and toxicity of adjuvant postoperative radiation therapy versus combined radiation and 
chemotherapy. Preliminary findings suggest similar efficacy and less morbidity with use of postoperative 
radiation therapy without chemotherapy. 


Length and Quality of Survival Following External Beam Radiotherapy Combined With Expandable 
Metallic Stent for Unresectable Hilar Cholangiocarcinoma

Although preoperative chemotherapy with cisplatin and 5-fluorouracil was well tolerated and does not 
appear to cause severe surgery-related complications, there was no apparent increase in long-term 

survival. Therefore, we are unable to conclude that this chemotherapy protocol is an effective modality in 

the treatment of patients with intramural metastasis of esophageal carcinoma.

The activity and mechanisms of interferons IFN-« and IFN-y on the growth of TSGH9201, TMK-1 and 

AGS gastric cancer cells were investigated in vitro. Both IFN-a and IFN-y were active in suppressing the 
growth of TSGH9201 and TMK-1 cells and AGS cells were resistant to treatment with IFNs. 


Serum Concentrations of Soluble Interleukin-2 Receptor in Patients With Malignant Brain Tumors 
Seiichi Yoshida and Ken Morii 131 
We studied the changes in serum soluble interleukin-2Ra (sIL-2Ra) in 100 patients with malignant brain 
tumors. Serum levels of siL-2Ra could be a useful immunological marker in patients with malignant brain 
tumors. 


Bone Metastases From Squamous Cell Carcinoma of the Head and Neck 
Marc P. Pietropaoli, Timothy A. Damron, and Andrei |. Vermont 136 
From a total of 363 cases of squamous cell carcinoma of the head and neck, five patients exhibited eight 
sites of bone involvement, including three pelvic, two femoral, and one each humeral, rib, and thoracic 
spine lesions. The very short time from discovery of bone dissemination to death (less than three months 

in four to five patients) should be taken into consideration when contemplating operative intervention.

We present the hypothesis that lymph retention and reflux may lead to the establishment of peritoneal 
metastasis. 


Hormonal Receptor Determination of 1,052 Chinese Breast Cancers

Hormonal receptor determination by enzyme immunoassay revealed that Chinese breast cancers have 
lower values and positivity rates for estrogen and progesterone receptor than Caucasians. Receptor-positive 
tumors are more prevalent among postmenopausal women.

End results in 193 consecutive patients submitted to a simultaneous bilateral radical neck dissection are 
presented. The rates of complications and recurrences were high, and the most significant prognostic 
factors were the presence of metastatic lymph nodes and age. 


Prediction of Recurrence and Extratumor Spread of Hepatocellular Carcinoma Following Resection

Cox multivariate analysis was conducted to determine the predictive factors for recurrence after resection 

The extratumor spread of carcinoma, which includes portal vein invasion 
and intrahepatic metastasis, was found to be the only significant independent predictive factor for 
recurrence. 


K-ras Oncogene Mutation in Cancer and Precancerous Lesions of the Gallbladder

The authors studied the presence of K-ras mutation in the normal mucosa, dysplastic mucosa, primary 
cancer tissues, and metastatic lymph nodes of gallbladder cancer patients. Our results suggest that K-ras 
mutations do play a role in the development of premalignant lesions and early carcinogenesis, but do not 
play a role in tumor progression or metastasis. 


Angiogenesis, p53, and c-erbB-2 Immunoreactivity and Clinicopathological Features in Male

density, advanced T class, and survival. 


Blood Transfusions in Breast Cancer Patients Undergoing Mastectomy: Possible Importance of Timing 
Maciej Pysz 258 
Retrospective analysis of 863 breast cancer patients undergoing mastectomy showed that allogenic blood 
transfusions significantly shortened metastases-free survival. Multivariate analysis revealed that this was the 
result of administering blood in the first 8 days after mastectomy. 


Benign Conditions Associated With Raised Serum CA-125 Concentration 

Paul Buamah 264 
Benign conditions can cause elevated serum CA-125 concentrations. Care must be taken before attributing 
such concentrations to ovarian malignancy (false-positives).
